The first cut shows the theater as 


it will appear from Broadway. There 
will be a store 15 by 30 feet at the 
corner of Broadway and Spring street 
and another store of similar dimen- 
sions immediately above this-corner 
store on Broadway. Above this store 
will be the lobby entrance to the 
theater which will be I! 5 by uO feet 
in dimensions. 


The second cut shovis a picture of 


the inside of the theater along the 
side walls and can be best understood 
after reading a description of the pro- 


From the lobby the patrons of the 


theater will enter a foyer, 12 by 50 
feet. 
This foyer will be furnished 


according to the most modern plans 
and specifications and will provide a 
place for people to lounge or \^alt 
for friends. 
The foyer will accom- 


modate 500 people. 


Entrance is made into the main or- 


chestra from the lounging room. Tb.p 
orchestra is made up of three sec- 
tions. 
The back section, which is 


raised up above the other sections, 
will provide 300 seats at popular 
prices. This back section gradually 
slopes down to the loggia section 
which takes the place of the box 
seats in the modern theater. This 
section will be equipped with the 
most comfortable, seats obtainable 
and will provide room fen- 200 more 
people. These seats will be the high- 
est priced in the house. 


Between this loggia section and the 


front section of the orchestra, stand- 
ing room will be provided lor 200 
people. The people standing will not 
interfere in any way with the vision 
of the people in either the back or 
loggia section. 


The front section of the theater.

With such distorted notions of re- 


ligion, particularly with so contempt- 
uous an attitude toward Christianity, 
as disclosed by certain passages of 
Doyle's book. "The Revelation," it is 
not strange that a brilliant intellect

the 


grossest imposture as translucent 
truth because even the intellectual 
and moral grasp of the most unintel- 
ligent of men embraces religion in 
some form as an inspiration to better 
and higher living, and regards it with 
a reverence it yields to no material 
factor, intellectual ideal or emotional 
phantasy.

They must produce phenomena to 
please their patrons, and if they can- 
not do it psychically they do it fey 
conjuring. 


The danger of 
spiritualism has 


been recognised from the 
earliest 


times. Every Sunday school scholar 
is familiar with the alleged inter- 
view of Saul with the witch of En- 
dor. Saul fully was aware that there 
were a number of spiritualistic me- 
diums or witches in Israel carrying 
on their 
prohibited trade despite 


the divine injunction and his own 
law, 
and his man servant bad no 


difficulty in finding the one who liv- 
ed as Bndor. 
The king disguised 


himself 
for
